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27ra Toasters are one of (he backbone bands of present-day ska music. Going strong 
since 1982, they have consistently provided great ska tunes and helped build the ska 
scene in America, both with their music and with Moon SKA Records NYC. We 
conducted this interview with Buck, guitarist/vocalist, when the Toasters were recently in 
town. 

<SK> Could you tell us how the Toasters got started and when exactly that was? 

<Buck> It was about 1982, and it was started at this place called Forbidden Planet in New York, where I 
was working. When I found out I was going to be in America for awhile we put the band together And it 
started up being just people from Forbidden Planet and evolved into the Toasters as you know now. but it's 
been many years, many gigs, and many personnel changes. 

<SK> Arc you happy with the current lineup? 

<Buck> Yeah. I like it. We've had the same lineup for three years. Having said that, you'll sec a new guy 
on sax tonight because we borrowed somebody to come out on the road like we normally do. 

<SK> Yes, I heard the full horn section isn't here tonight? 

<Buck> We got Sledge and this guy Lou. who we borrowed from Ruder Than You on sax - it just makes 
the rest of us work harder. 

<SK> What was the NYC ska scene like then and how is it different now? 

<Buck> The NYC ska scene in 1982? There wasn't one. There wasn't a ska scene anvwhere in America 
in 1982. The whole point of starting a ska band was that 1 was horrified that there was nobody over here 
how knew what it was. I went to see the English Beat, or the Beat, rather, in 1982 at the Roseland in New 
York, and at that point I realized I was on a mission from God. 

<SK> What position do you think Moon Records has played in the ska scene? 

<Buck> We didn't really get Moon Records kicking to sign other bands and pout out other people's 
products until about 1990. And now you can sec what it has grown into. I mean, obviously Moon is not a 
major label, but I think that without Moon none of these bands would have gotten their fast record out. I 
mean. Hepcat. Dance Hall Crashers, Skankin' Pickle. Let's Go Bowling, you name it. they were all on 
Moon first. And all the bands really got their first lour opening up for the Toasters, so it's impossible to 
say that we haven't helped everybody in a sense at this point. 

<SK> What direction do you see ska taking - more skapunk. skacore. etc.? 

<Buck> 1 think it's diversified. If you pick up the new Spawn of Skarmageddon. it's 43 bands playing 43 
different types of ska music, so I think it's just spreading out and it's evolving, so whether or not you like it 
or disagree with it, skacore is kind of here to say and that seems to be one of the more interesting 
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variations. There's more bands playing skacorc. there's more bands playing skapunk. so there's just 
generally more of it. And you can't really expect everything to stay the same - that would be boring. 

<SK> I know recently Moon added a Latin Ska branch to the company; how else do you see Moon 
expanding? 

<Buck> Well we just opened up an office in Australia, and we have an office in England. We're doing a 
lot of work with Japanese people, and I really want to put out a Japanese ska compilation - that would 
rock. I wouldn't understand a word, but it would rock. 

<SK> Where do you sec your place in the ska scene? 

<Buck> I don't know, on the bottom! I don't know, that's really for you to say. I just work as hard as I 
can. and play as many gigs and put out records. But it's not my place to say what my place in the ska 
scene is: I'm just a part of it same as everyone else. 

<SK> What bands would you say have influenced you personally? 

<Buck> Personally. I'd say Diana Ross and the Suprcmes. the Specials. Selecter. all those people; a lot of 
blues and a lot of blues players, and the Beatles and the Rolling Stones. I saw Mick Jagger lake his shirt 
off on TV in 1964 and that was a big influence. It was on BBC TV and they banned him from ever 
playing on TV ever again because it was so outrageous. That was thirty years ago. 

<SK> You guys have a lot of records and also a lot of side projects; which one is your favorite? 

<Buck> My favorite record? I'd have to say Skaboom. That was our first LP and the time was very 
special. So I look back at that pari and even though the recording values suck, the tunes are there. The 
first one was the best. 

<SK> I know you played on a couple tunes of the Stubborn All-Stars; could you talk about that a little bit? 

<Buck> Jeff Baker goes way back, like to 1986 or so. He just got this band together and he just got all his 
friends to play on it. which is a really cool concept. It' s like calling all these people to work together 
instead of being selfish and egotistical and trying to be belter than everybody. It was a pleasure and an 
honor for me lo play on that record. 

<SK> Other than yourself, of course, what's your favorite band right now? 

<Buck> The CD that is always in my CD is "TV's Greatest Hits", but that's cause my son likes the Batman 
track on it. My favorite ska band at the moment though is probably the Pictasters. simply because they 
rock hard. 
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<SK> They have soul, you know? 

<Buck> They do. and they're a good bunch of guys. And they're the only guys I know that can almost 
drink as much as me. 

<SK> We were wondering if you guys were into computers of anything like that? In Direction' you talk 
of the information superhighway... 

<Buck> No. I have computers and know how to use them, but to sit down in from of a computer screen for 
a while... I mean, how soon is it going to be before we have stuffy arms and legs?... but we have a computer 
at the store and it's great. 
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<SK> We're all wondering: what does Noah look like? We've never seen him! 
<Buck> We keep him a mystery. We'll send you a picture (laughter) 
<SK> So you're not going to tell us what he looks like? 

<Buck> He's a regular guy - handsome, debonair, rugged, chiseled ...an Adonis... an Arnold Swartzenegger 
type build, (more laughter) 

<SK> What re the future plans for the Toasters? 

<Buck> Well, we're going to just keep on doing what we do. which is playing gigs and putting out records 
and drinking beer and having fun. and if all the people in the world could do that, what a better place it 
would be. We have a new record we're working on. coming out sometime next year, and just for Moon 
we have five new releases in January and February, which is: Let's Go Bowling. Laurel Aiken. Spring 
Heeled Jack, the Slackers, and Skavoovie and the Epitones: so we've got tons of stuff coming out. No 
skacorc I'm afraid: I don't really like that sort of stuff! 

<SK> Is there anything else you want to say? 

<Buck> Just support your local ska band, and write to Moon Records and get a catalog. Thank you.

<DM> That was Sean's decision - we were looking for a name and needed one on short 

notice, so he's like, "Well, Bill Wennington's my favorite basketball player", and it kinda 

came from there, and since he started the band we figured we kinda should let him 

choose the name. 

<SK> What does Sean play? 

< DM > Sean is the trumpet player. 

<SK> So what has been the high point of the f3WFC's career thus far? 

<DM>Opening for Skankin' Pickle - we got to be their chauffeurs, hang with them, eat 

with them; it was cool. 

<SK> Have there been any shows you just didn't like playing? 

<DM> The mixer at Blue Valley North, for several reasons: first of, the acoustics sucked, 

the drum monitor didn't work and Dylan couldn't hear anything so he was about 5 beats 

off... 

<SK> So who really does what in the band? 

<DM> Kevin, Doug, and 5ean write most of the songs, although Heidi is the one with 

musical talent, so she corrects them... 

<SK> The cover you guys do of Blitzkrieg 3op is great.. .was it hard to work the song with 

horns and keyboards? 

<DM>Well, if you really listen to the horn part you'll see that it's not too difficult! 

Umm...l don't know, I leave the writing of the parts to Sean.. I just play what they tell me 

to! 

<SK> So, talk about the Blue Meanies show! 

<DM> When we got there (Manhattan), there was no PA system, no one in the club we 

were supposed to play, and the Blue Meanies refused to play, and then we had a 3 hour 

set to fill with about 45 minutes worth of songs, and there were no microphones: Kevin 

had to sing in the sound booth on the other side of the building, and no amplification at 

alL.it was Doug's guitar and Kevin's voice coming from the sky and that was our band. 

We actually had about 10 people there.. 

<SK> But you still wanted to play because you had gone all the way there? 

<DM> Yeah, and we also got some free pizza. 

<SK> You didn't get free T or anything did you? 

<DM> No, we didn't get shit! 



<SK> So, what about the gig at the Graffiti Cafe? 

<DM> The Graffiti Cafe sucks! If you ever hear of a band called Jazz Discharge (the 

band that opened up for them) , don't go see them! It's a fucking waste of money and 

time... they are pathetic! 

<SK> So, what you re saying is Jazz Discharge is really good... 

<DM> Oh, yeah, they're great.Jf you like Frank Zappa on speed.. I highly recommend Jazz 

Discharge. 

<SK> Should we tell everyone to play with them? 

<DM>Yeah, that's your ticket to success - a show at the Graffiti Cafe with Jazz 

Discharge that you get paid nothing for.. .it's in the middle of a warehouse In downtown 

KC that no one goes to...Ok, it was like us, 6> of our friends, and two people that come to 

all our shows that we don't know] 

<SK> Do you ever plan to inform Bill Wennington of your existence? 

<DM> If, in the spring we go on tour with the Gadjits, which may happen, we'll be in 

Chicago for a bit and we'll try to get his attention. While Sean was in Chicago he pasted 

the subway with BWFC stickers, but if Bill Wennington saw them he probably thought 

that it was an actual a fan club and has no Idea that It's a band!

<DM> Our friends say yes, we love your music

<SK> Who's singing backup these days? 

<DM> Well, Josh can yell really loud, so he's been doing backup lately Instead of me and 

Sean, although we kind of alternate, but I have absolutely no vocal talent. 

<SK> Heidi just jams In the car\ She just goes crazy and starts wiggling around! But 

that's Heidi for ya. 

<SK> When's are you guys going to start recording? 

<D\v\> We were supposed to record last weekend, but no one was able to be there at the 

same time...we have a hard time getting all the band members together.} think we've had 

3 or 4 practices where all the members are there, so we have little sub-practices, where 

the horns will get together at one time, etc. That's how we'll record... horns one day, 

rhythm the next, then mix it all together.
